Culture. From Seed. An ounce will produce about 700 roots or 40 feet of row. Two to three pounds for an acre. Sow in spring in rows 2 
feet apart, cultivate and fertilize well. When a year old, transplant to permanent bed. 


From Roots. Dig trenches about 15 inches deep and 3 feet apart using plenty of good manure. Set roots 18 inches apart spreading them well: 
Cover to a depth of about 2 inches, adding more soil uniil the trenches are filled by the end of the season. The first cutting should be made 
the following season. 


MARY WASHINGTON 


This is the best of several rust resistant strains originated by the U. S. Department of Agriculture. The shoots are larger and 
grow more rapidly than the other kinds. The stalks are very thick, of an attractive green color with purple tops and grow 
unusually tall without breaking. Even the largest and thickest shoots of this variety are tender and delicicus.

The most popular of the large Dwarf Limas for home or market, producing a very heavy 
crop with large, fat pods in clusters of 5 to 8.

For winter use, sow from July Ist to 
August 1 Oth. One ounce of seed will sow 100 feet of drill; 6 to 8 pounds per 
acre.
